Dr. Charles H. Boehm, Pennsylvania state 
superintendent of Education reached in Harrisburg 
today, said the state cannot act on the application 
until enabling legislation is passed by the state 
legislature. 
He said, however, that Bucks County’s applica­ 
tion will be one of the first ones acted upon since 
the state considers applications in chmnological 
oi'der.

And No College

bury High School. Though a big boon to the area, 
the center was limited in its offerings and restric­ 
ted to Temple University registrants only. Clear­ 
ly, it didn’t meet the felt needs of the area, although 
it paved the way for later thought and action. 
228,000 Population 
When Dr Muschell came to Pennsbury in 1959, 
he wondered why the area lacked a community 
college or a junior college. Here was an area—from 
south of Doylestown to the county line—with a pop­ 
ulation of 228,000 and 68 per cent of the county’s 
industry. And no college facilities 
Here was an area third in the state in poulation 
— behind only Philadelphia and Pittsburgh — and 
no college to take care of it. 
Muschell soon found his interest in the com­ 
munity or junior college shared by Massey and 
Smith. They got together, set up" 
a plan of action. 
First Step 
Their first step was to set up an 
advisory group — The Pennsyl­ 
vania Junior College Committee — 
with Smith as head. Smith's com­ 
mittee called a mass meeting for 
Feb. 22, 1961 at the Charles H. 
Boehm School, Lower Makefield. 
About 300 persons turned out, in­ 
cluding State Assemblymen James 
J. A. Gallagher, Alan Williams 
and Mrs. Margarette Hooker, and 
State Senator Marvin Keller. 
About this time the committee 
decided to shoot for a community 
college. 
“We didn’t feel an ordinary jun­ 
ior college would fit the picture.” 
Dr. Muschell said, “because its 
chief concept was an extension 
of a university. We were more 
interested in an institution whose 
objectives were more inclusive 
and broader. We inclined toward 
a community college at this time.” 
Feasibility Study 
At the mass meeting a resolution 
was passed appointing a commit­ 
tee to undertake a community col­ 
lege feasibility study for Bucks 
County. Smith was named chair 
man of the full committee and 
Massey chairman of the steering 
committee.

The committee sent out invita­ 
tions to every school district in 
the county for an organizational 
meeting. A very weak response

The U.S. Steel Company has an 
nounced a price reduction of $1 
per ton on hot and cold roiled 
sheet steel produced at its Fair 
less Works plant. The local plant 
serves

York and New England markets 
The price cut removes a $1 per 
ton premium in effect on steel 
produced at the Fairless Works 
since it was opened in 1952. 
According to a U. S. S t e e 
spokesman, the reduction brings 
the Fairless plant price In line 
with those of the company’s plants 
in Irwin. Pa., and Gary, Ind. 
The Alan Wood Steel Co. of 
Conshohocken, also announced a 
similar price reduction. Harleston 
R. Wood, president of the com­ 
pany, said the price drop reflects 
“the h i g h l y competitive steel 
market in this area.” 
The new price bases will be 
the same as those charged by the 
Sparrows Point, Md., plant of 
Bethlehem Steel. It costs more 
than $1 extra per tai, however, to 
ship steel from Sparrows Point 
to this area. 
The average price per ton for 
cold and hot rolled carbon steel 
sheet is generally $130 to $140.
